. THE NEWS AND MORAL UPLIFT 


The News does not want its readers to 
get it into their heads that it is one of 
these namby-pamby, wishy-washy, goody- 
goody sheets that cannot sce anything in 
this world but gloom and sin and _ sor- 
row, because the News is not in that class 
at all, never has been and never will be. 
The News is a very sinful sheet, when 
viewed from some standpoints, and its edi- 
tor about as wicked a pirate as ever sailed 
the main or came down the pike of life. 
It wants everybody to have a good time, 
and enjoy themselves to the limit, and 
then some—but along lines that are about 
half way decent, to say the least. 

The News is a temperance paper because 
its head scribe has been through the 
whisky mill dozens and scores of times, 
all over America, and knows all about it. 
Anybody is very foolish to claim to know 
it all, and generally such people know very 
little; but here is one subject in which we 
will just naturally have to claim to know 
it all. There is no one who ean tell us any- 
thing about the temperance problem and 
the liquor question. We know all about it. 
We spent twenty vears and half a million 
dollars on that education, and can write 
about it now the rest of our life and not 
get half through telling actual experiences 
and certain knowledge. So, we claim, the 
News has a right to talk on such subjects, 
being thoroughly conversant with all the 
ins and outs of them. 

And so we started in nearly three years 
ago to clean up a lot of nefarious road- 
houses in this county, and put a bunch of 
bad actors out of business along intemper- 
ate and immoral lines—and so far have 
met with pretty good success, thanks to 
many decent people who helped. 

Recently the News took up the question 
of needed reform along the lines of tem- 
perance and morality among a_ certain 
class of our young folks, and did so with 
sorrow and heartache, because there is no 
one one earth who loves these boys and 
girls more than the News does. Probably 


they do not believe this, just now, but it is‘ 


a fact, just the same, and time will prove 
it. In fact, we are already proving it. by 
keeping their names sacred from public 
knowledge, and nine-tenths of their ‘‘mis- 
takes.”’ 

The action of the News in this matter
